92 el{WHere , aud blut were 62 are in Hur pay, doe foozthwith repairemto that Countie 
where the body okthat Negiment, to which they reſpectinely belong, is Billetted, aud there re⸗ 
maine with their kellowes, aud demeane themſelucs in ozderly männer, vpon paine of Our 
Indignation and high diſplealure: And that all ſuch Soutbicrs as chall be ſo found im o2 about 
Our kapd Citie and the Suburbs thereof, oz ellwhere, contrarp to this Our Proclamation, 
and (halt not pzeſently, aſter the pubucation Hereof, repeire to the Companies of thoſe Regt? 
ments whereunto they refpectiticly belong, to be there Buleted and remame With their fellowes. 
chall be reputed and fakenasUagrants: And fuch as hail doe any violence 02 outrage,o2 other⸗ 
wile carie themlelues then becommeth Souldiers in oꝛderly diſgpline, chall be pꝛoteeded agamſt 
by the courſe of Marshall law, oꝛ other wiſe, ſtraitly charging and commariding all Maioꝛs, She⸗ 
riffes, Juſtices ot Peate, Bapliffes, Conſtables, and other Our Ockicers and Ministers, from 
time to tune, to make diltgent ſearch and learches foꝛ all luch Souldiers, as noware ,o2 hereatter 
(hall be found offending againſt the true meaning of this Our Pꝛoclamation within their leue⸗ 
rall Limits and Juriſdictions reſpectinely, and them to appꝛehend, and cauſe to be impꝛiſoned in 
the next Gaole to the place where they (hall bee found, to be pꝛoteeded againſt, and puniſhed accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the tenour of theſe pꝛelents, as Our ſaid Officers, and enerp of them, tender Our Ropal! 
pleaſure and Command, and will anlwere foz the contrary at their perils. 
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Giuen at Our Court at Whitehall,tne fine and twentieth day of Ianuary, in the third ycere of Our Reigne 
of Great Britaine, Francc,and Ireland.
